Mr. Gardiner has given notice of mo- 
tion in parliament that ‘the Government 
should take into consideration the advis- 
ability of nationalizing the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railway.” 

As the assets of the Canadian Pacific 
amount to $1,371,000,000; as the national 
debt a year ago was $2,250,000,000; as 
loss on the National Railways for the year, 
including interest on Government ad- 
vances, 18 $61,287,000; and as there is a 
deficit in sight which may run to anything 
more than $50,000,000; the Government 
will hardly require much time to get to the 
conclusion that there are a number of 
matters more urgently requiring its time, 
attention and money. 


THE FIRST REAL TRY-OUT 


The Railway Commission has ruled 
that the special rate on Alberta coal ship- 
ped to Ontario shall apply without inter- 
ruption until the end of next March. 
Without this order the rate would have ex- 
pired at the end of July, and would have 
come into effect again on the first of De- 
cember, 

The importance of the new order is 
that for the first time the Alberta min- 
ers will be given a chance to sell coal in 
Ontario in the fall season, when dealers 
and private parties are making their con- 
tracts for the winter’s supply. The near- 
est approach to that privilege the Alberta 
miners have yet enjoyed was last year 
when the rate became effective at the be- 
ginning of December. 

But even that date was found to be too 
late to give the Alberta product a fair 
break against United States coal, since the 
Pennsylvania men got into the market ear- 
lier and corralled the trade before the Al- 
berta salesmen could start to deliver. The 
new ruling thus provides for the first real 


test of the practicability of displacing 
United States anthracite in the Ontario 
market by Alberta coal. 

THOSE GRAIN KATES ’ 


Parliament on Wednesday started the 
annual debate as to why domestic freight 
rates on grain are higher than export 
rates. Without, apparently, anybody unr 
dertaking to state just why that differen- 
tial exists. The substance of the matter 
was that the Railway Commission had so 
ordered; and that the rates differ because 
they differ. 

The point was raised by one of the Bri- 
tish Columbia members, who urged that 
the Government show a little more speed 
in giving a decision on an appeal that was 
made by the three westerly provinces for 
a reduction in the domestic rates between 
the prairies and British Columbia. The 
Premier explained that the change of gov- 
ernments last June has delayed matters, 
but promised attention to the appeal as 
early as possible, 

With foreign grain and stock prices at 
their present levels, it is of far more than 
usual importance that there be a free 
movement of feed as well as of milling 
grains within Canada, alike in the inter- 
ests of prairie grain growers and of stock 
raisers in British Columbia and the east- 
ern provinces, A substantial reduction in 
the domestic freight rates is the one way 
to bring about that movement. 


COST MUST GOVERN PRICE 

A Russian representative ut the Lon- 
don wheat conference says the Soviet is 
willing to agree to not “dump” wheat in 
outside markets. “Dumping” means sell 
ing at less than the cost of production 
“Dumping” Russian wheat means selling 
at less than the cost of produeing in Rus- 
Bia--nol in other countries. That no 
doubt is what the Moscow delegate meant, 
since it is the only thing he could mean 
and talk sense. 

If there has been any hope that Russia 
would agree to hold wheat at a price above 
the cost of producing it in other coun- 
tries, regardless of its awn cost level, 
that hope may as well be abandoned now 
as later, Russia, like its competitors, is 
subject to economic laws, and cannot sus- 
pend them. Sinve wheat can be grown 
anywhere und everywhere, it is one com- 
modity that cannot be long maintained at 
an artificially high price level. 

To attempt that would only be to cause 
importing countries to grow their own 
wheat, which the great importing coun- 


tries in Hurope have been doing to an un- 
usual degree during the last couple of 
years. The one effective way to meet 
Russian competition in the wheat markets 
is by free competition, with prices based 
squarely upon the cost of production in 
the country in which the wheat is grown, 
For Russia, too, will have to sell its wheat 
at a price based upon production cost. 


THE DUTY IS AN OPPORTUNITY 


A peculiar responsibility, plain, urgent 
and inescapable, rests upon the public to 
see that men who served the country in its 
fighting forces are given a chance to earn 
a decent living for themselves and their* 
families; or, if work cannot be found, 
that they ere given relief on a scale in 
keeping with the service they rendered. 

It is true, of course, that it was the 
nation, and not the city or the province, 
that called these men to arms and for 
whom they fought. The obligation to take 
care of thom rests with the Dominion, 
rather than with the provincial or civic 
authority. 

But it will not do to stand upon cere- 
mony and discuss niceties of this kind 
when returned men and their families are 
in want. The one proper thing to do, and 
do forthwith, is to meet their needs; by 
employment if that is possible, and other- 
wise by prompt and adequate relief of a 
direct kind. 

These are men who deserve special 
consideration, and:the city and the pro- 
vince should see that they get that 
consideration without loss of time. If the 
Dominion Government will subsequently 
come in on the relief measures—and it 
likely will—all well and good. But mean- 
time Edmonton, with the help of the pro- 
vince, should undertake the responsibility 
of protecting its soldier citizens, and that 
in no reluctant spirit, but as an opportun- 
ity to do something for men to whom the 
country owes what it can never repay.

SEATTLE, May 22.—When Samuel 
Butler wrote “Spare the rod and spoil 
the child” he may have been right, 

But that was in the seventeenth 
century—and his advice would be con- 
sidered utterly unsound today, 

That was the pronouncement made 
by Miss Margaret Donley, executive 
secretary of the Washington Society 
for Mentel Hygiene, a Oommunity 
Mund agency, who addrersed the chil- 
dren's committee of the Welfare Coun- 
cil at a meeting in the Children's 
Orthopedic Hospital 

Mirs Donley explained that she 
didn't mean that corporal punishment 


should be abolished entirely, She con- | 


ceded that an occasional rvanking is 
necessary to teach discipline, But, she 
declared, nothing resembling a rod 
should ever be used 

“Outside of a switch on the lege 
fhe sald, “nothing should ever be used 
except the bare hand. The spanking 
should hurt-—pain is essential-—but no 
parent should ever run the risk of in- 
juring a chitd 

“It shouldn't be necessary to spank 


any child past the age of six, Parents | 


who do so are admitting that they 
have failed to Instill proper discipline 
in their children.” 

She gave the following “don'ts” on 
punishment, ‘ 

1—Don't punish with your longue, 
Speak quietly to the child 

Den't use things that are neces- 

sary to your child as & means of pun 


ishment, such as sending @ child to hed | 


or threatening to call the doctor 

3—Don's threaten to call the police 
or the bogey man or use similar mean: 
which build up fear, timidity and 
worry to undermine the child's mental 
health 

4—Don't slap a child on the face or 
cars 

5-—-Don't deprive a child of somee 
thing you have promised, Your threat 
of deprivation did not go with the 
promise 

Miss Donley suggested that one of 
the best punishments is to make a 
child sit quietly in a chair for a cer- 
ta‘n number of minutes

He thought Miss Blackwell was 
really thinking what she was singing 
about, She had a lovely tone color 
and was very secure in her vocal 
method, Her concluding passage had 
been beuatifully realized, Altogether 
her singing was logical, practical and 
of high quality and artistic 
dividualty. 

The open plano solo event was won 
by Miss Bessie Campbell, with 91 and 
92 marks, for a total of 183, Miss 
Starr was second with 88 and 92 for 
a total of 180 and Miss Sadie Chmel- 
nitsky was third with a total of 179 

Competitors chose their own num- 
bers. 

Much fine talent was displayed in 
this class and warm praise was given 
the players, 

Competitions continued on Friday 
at McDougall, with both adjudicators 
in attendance.
